The lands- 
ntiuestion being post-settlement minor inams, no assessment under 
section 23 of the Estates Abolition Act read with section 17 thereof,, 
was collected on them since fasli 1360, pending disposal of an appeal in, 
the Supreme Court against the decision of the High Court in C. M. P. 
No. 8302/50, dated 4-4-1952, disallowing such a levy. The appeal was 
disposed of in October 1955, upholding the right of levy of the assess- 
ment, and hence collection of the assessment on such inams was 
resumed this year resulting thereby in the collection cf several years’ 
arrears.

of India allotted 21,600 tons of cement per month during the quarter 
from April to Jure 1956 to be drawn entirely from the various factories 
in the country. The quota allotted to this state for the quarter from 
July to September 1956 is 21,600 tons per month. The Government of 
India have informed this Government that the full anticipated product- 
tion of the factories and the anticipated arrival of imported cement 
during this quarter had been taken into account in giving this quota^ 
but they have not indicated how much of the quota is from imported 
Stocks.

VI. GOVERNMENT BILLS. 

I. The Madras estates (Abolition and conversion into Ryotwarij 
Andhra Amendment Bill, 1956. 

THE HON. SRI K. CHANDRAMOULI Mr. Speaker, Sir, I 
rise to move: 

“That the Madras Estates (Abortion and Conversion into 
Ryotwari) Andhra Amendment Bill, 1956, be taken into consideration 
at once.” 

The Statement of Objects and Reasons appended to the Bill 
clearly explains the need for proposed legislation and also the scope and 
the purpose of the said Bill. I would, however, like to explain to the 
House the general principles embodied in the Bill before requesting the 
Hon. Members to pas the Bill. 

Section 38 of the Madras Estates Abolition Act, as it stands at 
present, provides that where an inam estate or part thereof was held 
immediately before the notified date by any religious, educational or 
charitable institution, the Government shall pay to the institution, 
every year, as long as it exists, an amount equal to the basic, annual 
sum as calculated in the prescribed manner, as a tasdik allowance. 
Where the tasdic kllowance so payable, together with the income which 
the institution is expected to receive from the lands in respect of which 
it is entitled to a ryotwari patta, is less than the average annual income 
delivered by the institution from all the sources in the estate or part 
thereof held ly u prior to the notified date, the Government shall make 
good the deficiency every year, to the institution concerned. Thus 
these institutions are ensured of their previous income. The benefit of 
such, perpetual annual payments is, however, denied to institutions 
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which held zamin or undertenure estates or parts thereof prior to the 
notified date. They are entitled only to compensation and interim 
payments as provided in the Act to any other landholder whose 
estate has been taken over by the Government. It has been reported 
that there are about 130 religious institutions, 3 educational institutions 
and 25 charitable institutions holding zamin or undertenure estates 
or parts thereof in the whole State. It has been repre'sented 
on behalf of these institutions that, as a result of the application of the 
provisions of the Madras Estates Land (Reduction of Rent) Act, 1947, 
and the Madras Estates (Abolition and Conversion into Ryotwari) Act, 
1948, to the estates or parts thereof held by these institutions, their 
incomes have fallen considerably, that the lumpsum compensation 
payable to such institutions under the Abolition Act is too meagre to 
keep them going perpetually, and that, unless the institutions are 
ensured their previous income as in the case of institutions holding inam 
estates or parts thereof, they will fall into decay and will have to be 
closed down in due course for want of funds. The cases of the temple 
of Sri Subrahraanyam Swamy varu and some other ancient temples in 
Tiruttani taluk of Chittoor district have been cited in this connection. 
These temples were endowed with certain villages which previously 
formed part of the old Karvetinagar zamin estate. The villages were 
said to have been originally granted as inams for the maintenance of 
the temples, but they were subsequently registered as separate zamin 
estates for apportionmeni of peishkush. Consequently they were noti- 
fied as zamin estates under section 1 (4) of the Estates Abolition Act. 
These villages did not, therefore, fall within the scope of section 38 of 
the Estates Abolition Act. Interim payments under section 50 of the 
Abolition Act and compensation under sections 54 (A) and 39 of the 
Act are payable to these institutions as for zamin estates. It has been 
agitated on behalf of these temples that their financial condition has been 
badly affected and that some of them will have to be closed down in due 
course for want of funds. It has therefore been suggested by the 
Commissioner, Hindu Religious and Charitable fendowments, (Andhra)^ 
that section 38 of the Abolition Act may be suitably ^mended so as to 
bring within its scope institutions holding zamin or undertenure estates 
or parts thereof. 

“ The Government have examined the above suggestion in consul- 
tation with the Board of Revenue. It has been estimated that the total 
amount of annual payments to be made to all the institutions which held 
zamin or undertenure estates or parts there of, if t^y are brought 
within the scope of section 38 of the Estates Abolition Act, would come 
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to about Rs. 1,45.000/-. After due consideration of all the aspects of 
the case,' the Government have decided to enlarge the scope of section 
38 of the Estates Abolition Act, so as to bring within it institutions 
which held zamin and undertenure estates or parts thereof, in order to 
enable them to derive the benefits conferred by that section. Cl. 2 of 
the Bill seeks to give efiect to this decision. 

In this connection, I would like to invite the attention of the 
House to two important features' of the Bill. Sub-clause (b) of clause 2 
of the Bill prescribes that the estates or part thereof held by any institu- 
tion falling under the scope of the Bill should have been endowed to the 
institution for its maintenance. The intention is that only such of the 
institutions, to which zamin or undertenure estates or parts thereof were 
actuallv endowed for their maintenance, should be eligible for the pro- 
posed concession, and that the concession should not be available to 
such- institutions in respect of properties which they might have acquired 
subsequently by sale or otherwise. There will not, of course, be many 
institutions which acquired zamin estates or parts thereof otherwise than 
by endowment ; but in order to see that the additional financial burden 
of the State is not abnormally increased, the above restriction has been 
imposed. 

Again, sub-clause f4-A) of Qause 2 of the Bill provides that the 
aggregate of the amounts payable in respect of all the institutions which 
held zamin or undertenure estates or parts thereof shall not exceed 
Rs. 1 ,50,000/- in any year, and that if in anjr year the total payments 
exceed the above limit, a proportionate reduction shall be made in the 
amount payable to each such institution so that the total amount 
payable to all such institutions in that year shall not exceed the pres- 
cribed maximum amount of Rs. 1,50,000/-. This restriction has also 
been placed in order to limit the expenditure from the general revenues 
of the State, 

These are the iriain provisions of this Bill. The Bill is simple and 
merely seeks to extend the concession already provided in the Act for a 
certain category of institutions holding inam estates or parts thereof, to 
similar institutions holding zamin or ' undertenure estates or parts 
thereof, in order to keep the latter category of institutions, going 
perpetually. I may also mention in this connection that no prgudiceto 
the existing: rights of any individual or institution is caused by the 
proposed legislation. The proposed legislation only seeks to save several 
ancient institutions from decay and top rovide for their perpetual going. 
I therefore exp^t the whole-hearted co-operation of the entire House 
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for the enactment of the proposed legislation which is beneficial to a 
large number of religious etc. institutions. I now reqest the Hon. 
House to pass the Bill unanimously.

Secondary Education — Improving the Standard of efficiency — 
Direct admission of pupils to Form 11 and 111 — ^Prohibition of— Pres- 
cription of age-limits — Orders passed. 

Order — No. 192, Education and Endowments, dated 28th January 1956. 

The Secondary Education Committee at its meeting held on the 
11th and 12th of August 1955, discussed inter alia, the present 
deterioration of the standards of education in the State and the 
remedies to be adopted there for. It suggested the placing of certain 
checks on the admission of the students even at the commencement of 
the middle school stage with regard to their general equipment and age, 
etc. These suggestions were considered by the Government and a press 
Note was issued on 24th September 1955 for the information of the 
public regarding the restrictions proposed to be placed on the direct 
admission of the students in lower forms from 1956-57 onwards. 

2. Subsequently, one of the members of the Committee. Sri 
K. V. Punniah, Principal, Government Training College, Rajahraundry, 
made certain suggestions for amending some of the proposed conditions. 
The Government have carefully examined these suggestion and they 
have decided that the c.onditions recommended by the Secondary 
Education Committee need no alteration except in some slight regard 
They accordingly direct that with effect from the school year 1956-57, 
the following rules shall be observed for the admission of pupils into 
lower forms in Secondary Schools. 

(1) From the school year 1956-57, no privately coached candi- 
date shall be admitted in a form higher than the find Form. A candi- 
date who is admitted »a the second form should have completed 1 1 years 
on 15th August 1956. 

* ■ ■ ' , ' . 

(2) A privately coached candidate seeking admission into the 

I Form in 1956 should have completed 10 years on the 15th August 
1956. 

(3) From the school year 1957-58, no candidate who has been 
privately coached shall be admitted in a form higher than the I form. 
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A candidate who is admitted in the I form should have completed 10 
years on the 15th August 1957. 

(4) In subsequent years, a candidate who is admitted in the 
I Form should have completed 10 years on the 15th August of the year 
of the admission. 

(5) No exemption shall be given to any privately coached 
candidate with regard to the age-limits prescribed above. 

(6) The age restrictions referred to above shall not apply to 
pupils who seek admission into Form II in 1956, after having put in 
three years of study and satisfactorily completed at least the 6th standard 
in a Higher Elementary School, These restrictions shall not also apply 
to pupils who seek admission into the I Form in 1956 and in subse- 
quent years after at least three years of study in a recognised Elementary 
School or two years of study in the Elementary Department of a 
Secondary School. The three years of study shall be in three different 
classes and not in the V standard alone or in the IV and V standards. 
The restriction shall not, however, apply to a pupil who has already 
joined the V standard in 1955 and wishes to seek admission into the 
I Form in 1956. 

(7) In the case of candidates who seek admission into the 
I Form directly after receiving private coaching, the declaration of the 
age has to be signed by the father of the student concerned, and if the 
father is not alive, by the mother of the pupil, and if both the parents 
are not alive, by his legal guardian ; 

Provided that such' declaration is not necessary in. the case of a 
pupil who, after undergoing the full elementary education course, seeks 
admission in the I Form and that the date of birth recorded in his 
certificate given by the Headmaster of the Elementary School be taken 
as valid proof of his age. 

3. The Director of Public Instruction is requested to submit 
necessary draft amendments to the Madras Educational Rules for the 
approval of Government.

Note on the work turned out by the Sanitary Engineering 

Department so far from its inception in the State for the 
provision of drinking water wells in rural areas. 

The Public Health Engineering Department of this State started 
functioning under the direct control of the Chief Engineer, (General and 
Buildings). Subsequently the post of Sanitary Engineer was sanctioned 
in April 1955. The Sanitary Engineer is working under the supervision 
and control of the Chief Engineer. The National Water Supply and 
Sanitation Scheme for rural areas started functioning from 1st April . 
1955 under the administrative control of the Director of Public Heatlh 
and was transferred to the control of the Chief Engineer, Public Works 
Department (General and Buildings) with elBfect from January 1956, 
The work turned out by the Public Health Engineering Department for 
the provision of drinking water wells in rural areas is as follows : 

The entire scheme was reoriented on proper lines and arrange- 
ments were made. 

(1) for preliminary investigation of available water supply sources 
in all the villages, Bnally selected by the District Collectors ; 

(2) for conducting yield test of the existing water supply sources 
to see whether the existing supplies will be sulBcient to cater to the 
needs of the existing population as well as ultimate population after 30 
years ; 

(3) for getting analysis of water samples from existing sources to 
see whether the water is fit for human consumption ; 

(4) for preparation of plans and estimates for the villages fina- 
lised; and 

(5) for procurement of the requisite materials well in advance as 
there was acute shortage of pipes, engines, pumps, M. S. Rods, etc , to 
enable field staff to go ahead with the work of providing protected 
water supply in the villages where the existing sources were found 
adequate and suitable and to investigate new sources for the villages, 
where there were no proper water supply sources or the existing water 
supply were unsuitable, all the 459 villages taken up in the four units 
under the National Water Supply and Sanitation Scheme for rural 
areas were divided into the following three categories : 
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Category //—Villages, where the existing sources of supply was 
sufiBcient to cater to the needs of the village after qualitative analysis of 
water is conducted and where protected water supply could be provided 
straight away after completing the necessary appertinent works. 

Category IT : — Villages where the existing water sources were 
found insufficient, after conducting yield tests, necessitating deepening 
of wells, and improvements to the sources. 

Category III : — ^Villages where there were no suitable water supply 
sources or where the existing source of supply was found unsuitable 
after qualitative analysis of water, and where investigation such as 
exploratory borings etc., would be necessary for providing new source 
of supply for the village. 

As many villages as possible were inspected by the Sanitary 
Engineer and also by the Chief Engineer and detailed instructions were 
given to the Executive staff to proceed with the works. Details of 
progress made in the execution of the works started from March 1956 
up to lOth Juny, 1956 are furnished below classifying the same under 
the three categories mentioned.

Fanchayais : Temporary President— Appointment by District Panchayat 
OflScers — Instructions issued. 

Health & Local Administration Department 

G. O. Ms. No. 931, L. A. Dated 27th June, 1956. 

ORDER. 

Under section 25 of the Madras Village Panchayats Act, the 
Inspector-General of Local Administation may appoint a member of the 
newly reconstituted Panchayat to discharge the functions of the president 
until the president is elected, the member so appointed being called a 
temporary president. In his Notification No. 504, dated 29-6-1951 the 
Inspector-General of Local Administration has delegated power to 
appoint temporary presidents to District panchayat OfBcers and Addi- 
tional District Panchayat Officers. In his circular Roc. No. 33696/56 
dated 19-5-1956, the Inspector-General of Local Administration has 
enjoined on District Panchayat Officers to exercise their best discretion 
in the matter of selecting and appointing members of the panchayat as 
temporary presidents. Complaints have been coming to the notice of 
Government that this discretion has not been exercised properly. The 
Government accordingly condsider it necessary to issue the following 
instructions for observance by the District Panchayat Officers in select- 
ing members for appointment as temporary presidents : 

(1) the oldest person among the elected members may be selected 
for appointment as temporary president ; or 

(2) the member who has held office as such for the longest period 

may be selected ; or . 

(3) the most educated members may be so selected ; or 

(4) the retiring president or the ex-president of the panchayat if 
he is elected as member may be appointed* 

2* The above does not indicate the order of priority but merely 
lays down the criteria ifbr the selection of a member pf the panchayat 
as temporary president. Where none of the above instructions are 
applicable, the District Panchayat Officer should inake discreet enquiri<^ 
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and select such person as may reasonably be expected to discharge his 
duties of temporary president properly.
